WHERWDAS, the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, at a special session held in 
the year 1921, proposed a certain 
amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, which is herein set forth, and 
ordered an election to be held there- 
on on the first Monday after the ex- 
piration of three months from and 
after the final adjournment of said 
session, which will be Monday, the 
30th day of January, 1922; 

AND WHBREAS, notice “of such 
election, together with the proposed 
amendment, is required by law to be 
given by proclamation of the Gover- 
nor; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Thos. E. 
Kilby, Governor of the State of Ala- 


'bama, do hereby give notice, dtrect, 


and proclaim, that a special election 
will be held on Monday, January 30. 
1922, for the vote of the qualified 
electors of Alabama, in the manner, 
form, and places required by law, up 
on the following proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama, 
viz: ; 


__ “Article XX. Section 1. The 
State is authorized to engage in 
the construction, improvement, 
repair, and anaintenance of publics 
roads, highways, and bridges in 
the State of Alubama. To this 
end, and for th's purpose, the 
State is authorized to appropriate 
funds; and also to issue and sell 
{nterest-bearing negotiable State 
bonds, in an amount not to .ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five mil- 
lions of dollars ($25,000,000.00), 
to be issued-in such denomina- 
tions, numbers, and series, and 
maturing at such time, as may be 
provided for by law; but such 
bonds shall bear a rate of inter- 
est not greater than six per 
centum per annuum, payable semi-— 
annually, and shall be sold at a 
price not jess than the par valua 
thereof, Provided, that no bonds 
shall be issued or sold, under this 
provision, to such an amount that 
the interest thereon will exceed 
the net amount of vehicle license 
tax collected for the year preced- 
ing the issuance of same, and 
which {s set apart for the pay- 
ment of interest on said bonds, 
The Siate Highway Commission 
or Highway Department shall lo-- 
eate, construct, and maintain 
highways and ‘state trunk roads 
sO as to connect each county seat 
with the county seat of the ad-' 
Joining county by the most direct 
or most feasible route by a perma- 
nent road, having due regard to 
the public welfare, and to con- 
nect the county seats of the sey- 
eral border counties at or near 
the State line wiih a public road 
in the border states, Provided, 
that in counties which are divid- 
ed into two or more judicial di- 
visions in each of which regular - 
terma of circult court are held, 
the places where said terms of 
court are held shall likewise be 
connected with each other. It 
shall be the duty of sald highway 
commission or highway depart- 
ment to equitably apportion 
among the several counties «the 
expenditure of both money and 
labor and the time or times of 
making such investments. Not 
Jess than one-quarter of a million 
dollars of the proceeds of these 
bonds shall be set aside and ex- 
pended by the State Highway 
Commission in each county tn the 
State. To create a sinking fund 
for the prompt and faithful pay- 
went of the principal and interest 
on these bonds and for the con- 
struction, maintenance, and im- 
provement of such public high- 
ways, ronds, and bridges, the 
Legislature shall levy a special 
annual license or privilege tax on 
all automobiles, and on all motor
